RICHEST GOLD PRODUCING MINES 
IN EMPIRE DECIDE HIGH COURTS 


VANCOUVER, Nov. 17.-——By a de- 
cision of the judicial committee of the 
privy council, the heirs of Allen I.. 
Smith, of Philadelphia, have been 
confirmed in possession of the fa- 
mous engineering group of mines at 
Atlin, B.C, 

News to this effect was received 
today by cable from the lav yer who 
represented the Smith heirs befocre 
the privy council. 

The property is said to be One of 
the most valuable groups of gold pro- 
ducing mines in the British Empire, 
and has been the subject of litigation 
extending over a long period. 

It was originally acquired by the 
Engineer mining company, whose 
title, afSer five years deyelopmeat 
work, lapsed because of alleged fail- 


ure to comply with legal reqyirw- 
ments. The claims were then ra- 
staked by Captain James Alexander, 
who epent much money in develop- 
ment work and obtained provincial 
crown grants. Captain Alexander 
drowned when the Princess Sophie 
went down, and a will was found 
leaving his entire estate to Mr. Smith 
an associate in the enterprise. In 
1919 Mr. Smith died intestate, ani 
letters of administration were grant- 
ed to J. A. Fraser, who was alreaiy 
acting as administrator of the estate. 

Last year proceedings for recovery 
of the min'ng claims were com- 
menced by the Engineer mining com- 
pany against the administrator, a.- 
leging that Alexander had wrongful y 
staked the group and that the crown 
srants should be set aside.

Home Rule in its widest sense is 
the Democratic demand of the hour. 

The turning over of the duties, or 
authority, properly belonging to our 
elected servants, to commissions or 
Commissioners or any other perm- 
anent employees—or any other per- 
manent interests—is in my opinion 
mot good public policy, and the at- 
tempt to do this very thing has now 
reached a climax in this City and Pro- 
vince. 

We cannot hope to enlarge our 
local pay roll—if those industries al- 
ready established are subjected to 
what ie practically a boycott by somc 
of our leading citizens, and most fav- 
ored merchants. Thig condition does 
at present exist. 

If every local industry that pro- 
duces first class goods—in their line 
—was given the same local support 
as our meat packere or the North- 
West Biscuit Factory, I venture that 
we would have 1,000 more on our 
local pay roll, without even one new 
industry being started. 

I feel] definitely on this point. Not 
one cent of my money ever went to 
Mail Order Houses. Not a cent was 
ever saved, or attempted to be saved, 
by trying to buy office supplies back 
East, or anywhere but in Edmonton 
—because a few cents or dollars was 
eut off the bill, 

This patronage of Home Industry 
feel'ng should be general—YES, UN-

THE MAYOR SHOULD BE REALLY 
MAYOR. 


I take the opposite view to those 
who claim that the electors take too 
much interest—show too great ex- 
citement over our Municipal!

1 believe that the election of a Mun- 
icipa! Counc!) is the most important 
election of this or any other first class 


At one time the principle of plac- 
ing all our taxation directly upon land 
and none upon improvements, and 
only @ regulatory license with a nome 
inal fee to permit citizens to trans- 
act business, prevailed. There was 
not any inherent defect in the system 
itself that caused the radical serics 
of changes which has culminated in 
the present extortionate taxation 
upon improvements and people in 
business, with a corresponding fe- 
duction in the taxation on land held 
out of use for profit, but this condlt- 
ion was brought about by the fact 
that a large number of real esta‘e 
speculators purchased, under agree- 
ment of sale, much more C..y Land 
than they were able to pay for or 
carry, with the result that a large 
amount of this land was for sometime 
in @ very precarious condition as to 
litle, and there was some doubt as ‘9 
who should actually pay the taxes, 
that is the one who sold under agree- 
ment of sale or the purchaser who 
had inade a payment on accou.lt 
generally much less than half the pur- 
chase price. While this confusion ex- 
isted, no taxes were paid. The result 
was the accumulation of unpaid taxes 
on this class of land that ran into 
millions of dollars. The example be- 
came contagious and many who had 
not thought of abandoning their prop- 
erty for taxes levied against i, al- 
lowed the arrears to pile up- 

Generally speaking, in my opinion, 
the larger per centage of the land 
that will eventually come to the City 
for taxes, has already reached that 
stage; and the conditions that were 
laid down to meet the emergency «f 
a large amount of land carrying 
heavy arrears of taxes, no longer ex- 
ists. 


TIME TO CALL A HAIT TO TAXES 
ON INDUSTRY 


Primarily this condition was met 
by putting a tax upon the improve- 
ments on land; by attempting an in- 
come tax or service tax; by raising 
an altogether disproportinate 
amount of taxes by way of business 
tax and by imposing licenses upon 
those of our citizens who were ener- 
getic enough to continue business tn 
the face of trying circumstances, 
which practically amounted to a fine 
upon industry, which fine was used 
to bonus the vacant land owner.

PROTEST AGAINST DIVERSION 
OF UTILITY SURPLUSES 


Almost on a par in importance 
with the subject of taxation gener- 
ally, is the disposition of the surplus 
on our various utilities. These utill:- 
ies are used and operated by resident 
human beings and not by absentecs, 
inanimate corporations or Com- 
panies. The surpluses when create1i 
should therefore, beyond any doubt, 
be used for the benefit of the peopie 
who :produce such surpluses. Res'- 
dents instead of absentees, living 
human beings instead of inanima:e 
corporations. For instance the diver- 
sion of our utility surplus this year 
into the general revenue fund has re- 
duced the Hudson Bay taxes many 
thousands of dollars, but on investi- 
gation you will find that the Hudsun 
Bay Company are so callous and un- 
sympathetic in their feeling towards 
the success of say our Electric Light 
Department, that they have installe1, 
at a doubtful actual saving in cash 
to themselves, their own private eiec- 
tric Ughting plant, and thereby de- 
prived the city of a large (if not its 
largest) customer in the use of the 
products of the City Electric Lighting 
Plant. This Company is our largest 
and most willing taxpayer and can 
only prosper when the City as a whoie 
prospers, \

The Utilities should be served to 
the users at coat. The increase in rates

The responsibility of the elected 
members of the Council muat be ine 
creased and the authority of the Com- 
missioners and permanent officials 
must be held to atrictly executive 
channels.

Positions in the City’s service must 
be brought under a more etringent 
rule, which will assure that any pos'- 
tion which can orginarily be filled by 
any norma! citizen must be given to 
citizens, first who are tax payers and 
returned soldiers, both preferred, but 
if not, then either one. 


THE NATURAL GAS FRANCHISE, 
NOT YET SETTLED. 

Some may say that the Gas Ques- 
tion is now eettled. Not so, The ad- 
ministration and carrying out of the 
agreement between the representa- 
tives of the Gas Company, and the 
representation of the City, mean more 
to us as citizens than the Agreement 
itself. Therefore it would be folly to 
have the representatives of the Gas 
Company, be the alleged representa- 
tives of the City at the same time.

New York, Nov. 17P(C.P,)—The 
outstanding ‘feature of the British 


bune this morning, ie “a strong érift 
toward the Conservatives ae the only 
party capable of making headway 
against a rapidly-growing and milit- 
ant labor party.” 

“Lioyd George."’ continues the Tri- 

bune, “has suffered a disastrous set- 
back. His oritio'am of Bonar Law as 
an anaemic atatesman with bedside 
manners, made no appeal to a country 
tired of dynamic explosiveness and 
acrobatic flip-flopa in foreign and 
domestic policies. Great Britain wante 
@ period of rest and wants to contri- 
bute to appeasement in continental 
Europe.” 

In the aame vein the New York 
Times says: “England was unuaes- 
tlonably swung away with relief from 
the exacting but disturbing times that 
Licyd George has given her and isa 
anxious now to enter upon a period on 
being more at ease in Zion.’ 

“Yot,” the Timeg adda, in conclu- 
sion, “the popular vote and electoral 
victories cannot permanently alter 
the hard facts of economies and poli- 
tics; and it may well be that within 
a few months Mr. Bonar Law's 
promise of tranquility may be looked 
back upon as a grim Scotch jest.” 

The New York World holds the re- 
sults of the elections to be entirely 
indecisive, and using a United States 
political comparison, utters the opin- 
fon that they have more of the qual- 
ity of a September primary than of 
a November final, 

The World voices the opinion that 

Bonar Law's wajority covers a mul- 
titude of sins and disagreements. 
“There ia a Conservative faction,” it 
says, “probably large enough to de- 
stroy Bonar Law's majority. A good 
section of the Conservative majority 
ig out of hand and is capable of con- 
tracting strange alliances, 

“Labor surpassed all expectations, 
but its moral victory te undoubtedly 
in part a result of the Idberal split. 
There is little reason to think that 
the Labor party is really as strong as 
the returns indicate,” saya the World.

for three days at a Canadian port 
before shipment, and that they be

Britain as impossible as it was 
under the embargo. It takes up- 
wards of three weeks for a carload 
of steers to get from the western 
ranges to an English if there 
is no detention or of 


the cost of the new quarantine an 
inspection arrangements many 
shippers think there will be very 
little of the selling price left for 
the man who ships a consignment 
of Canadian feeders to the old 
lands. That view in confirmed to 
a degree by the fact that the price 
of such cattle in Canada has not 
noticeably improved with the an- 
nouncement that the legal obstacle 
to their shipment to Britain was 
removed. 

From the present stand-point it 
looks as though the Can cat- 
tle-grower has been the victim of 
a false alarm, and that he will 
have to take what satisfaction he 
can out of the news that Sir 
Arthur Griffith-Boscawen was 
walloped in the elections; Not that 
that is likely to make any differ- 
ence as regards his chance to ship 
unfinished cattle to Britain. The 
Government was sustained, and it 
is to be assumed that the regula- 
tions represent the settled policy 
of the Bonar Law administration. 
None the less so because the inter- 
esta which are opposed to the 
admission of Canadian store cattle 
are interests upon which the Gov- 
ernment relies for support. 

Unweleome as it may be, the 
fact may as well be faced candid- 
ly that Britain does not want Can- 
adian feeder cattle and is not will- 
ing to admit ‘hem. The promise 
te remove the legal prohibition 
wes obtained by the Canadian 
authorities, under circumstances 
which did them little credit. Brit- 
ain at the time was deeply grate- 
ful to Canada for the part the 
Dominion had taken in the war. 
Nanada’s representatives at the 
London conference traded upon 
that sentiment to the extent of ex~ 
tracting from the British Minister 
of Agriculture a promise he did 
not want to give and had no war- 
rant to give, and which, as it turns 
out, could not be fulfilled except 
in a nominal way. While the em- 
bargo is gone there has been sub- 
atituted a set of unnecessary and 
hampering restrictions which seem 
quite likely !o bar our cattle as 
gompletely as they have been bar- 
ged, and which were obviously 
drawn up for the purpose of bar- 
ring them, é 

There is no use pretending to 
not understand why these obsta- 
cles are interposed. The reason 15 
obvious, and it is one against 
which Canadians can make no 
complaint. Tho new regulations 
represent, as the embargo former 
ly represented, a measure of ‘‘pro- 
tection,” intended to benefit the 
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City Charter of 1913 the question 
of compulsory closing of stores is 
dealt with in section 239, (chapter 
28, Alberta Statutes 1913, Edmon- 
ton charter) as follows: 


239.—The council may by bylaw 
requjre that during the whole or any 
part or parts cf the year all or any 
clase or classes of shops within the 
city shall be closed and remain closed 
on each or any day or days of the 
week at and during any time or hour 
betwen six of the clock in the after- 
noon of any day and five of the clock 
_ the forenoon of the next following 

jay. 

(2) The counc!! having passed any 
bylaw in pursuance of this section, 
may from time to time by bylaw 
amend the aaid bylaw, changing the 
hours when the eaid shops shall be 
closed and remain closed, and substi- 
tuing such other hours in the place 
and etead of the hours mentioned os 


an 
therefor being presented to the 
council, 

This provision makes clear that 
in 1913 there was no closing of 
stores between 5 a.m. and 6 p.m.but 
authority was given the council to 
compel business places to close 
after 6 p.m. The decision as to what 
stores should be closed, when and. 
for how long was left entirely in 
the hands of the city council. The 
charter provision empowered the 
council—it did not take from the 
authority of the council. 

In 1920 the authority placed in 
the hands of the city council was 
taken from it by an amendment 
which appears as section 8 of chap- 
ter 42 of the statutes of 1920, Ed- 
monton charter as follows: 


239a. All piaces within the city 
wherein any mantfacture, business, 
trade, profession, calling, occupation 
or means of livelihood is carried on, 
except barber shops and such other 
places as the council may by bylaw 
or resolution exempt, shall be closed 
at the hour of one o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon of every Saturday throughout 
the year and remain closed for the, 
remainder of the day. 

“Provided always that the proprie- 
tor of any such place shall if he de- 
aire to keep open on Saturday after- 
non ehall select Wednesday afternoon 
for closing, and if so doing shall file 
with the city clerk @ declaration in 
writing etating that fact. Every per- 
gon filing such notice shall ciose his 
premises at the hour of one o'clock 
on every Wednesday and keep them 
cineed for the remainder of auch 
day; provided siways thet any per- 
eon having filed a declaration as 
aforesaid may withdraw the same 
and select in the manner aforesaid 
Saturday for afternoon closing.’ 

Bub-section 3. ‘In making exemp- 
tlons the counci! may provide for the 
keeping open during closing hours for 
the sale of any particular articles of

merchandis*, 

While the amendment of 1920 
purports to take out of the hands 
of the council contro] ofthe closing 
of shops it provides that the coun- 
ceil may exempt from the operation 
of the closing order of the charter 
“uch . . . . places as the 
‘‘eouncil may by bylaw or resolu- 
‘‘tion exempt,’’ and further in 
sub-section 3 it is provided that 
“(the council may provide for the 


‘keeping open during closing |, 


‘*hours for the sale of any particu- 
“Jar article of merchandise.’’ 
Following up the provision of 
the charter the council passed a 
resolution of exemption from clos- 


ing as follows: 
Resolution adopted by the council of 
the City of Edmonton (under gec- 
tion 289a.) 
Monday, 26th April, 1920. 

The following places within the 
City of Edmonton wherein any mts- 
ufacture, business, trade, profession, 
calling, occupation or means of liveli- 
hood ie carried on, shall be exempt 
from the provisions of Section 239a 
of the Edmonton Charter, namely: 
Hotels, restaurants, cafes, lunch

A motion to quash the rerolu- 
tion was brought before Mr, Jus- 
tice Walsh on behalf of the organ- 
ization of retail clerks, and the 
motion was granted. In his written 
decision Judge Walsh gives two 
reasons: the first, that as the reso- 
lution made no exceptions it was in 
effect. a repeal of the charter pro- 
vison com cloe- 
ing, and the second that in its re- 
troactive it assumed to 
absolve from liability any one who 
had gone contrary to its provis- 
ions before it was passed. 
Accepting the decison of Mr. 
Justice Walsh that the swoeping 
exemption by the council is in ef- 
fect.a repeal of the charter pro- 
vison, it is obvious that a less 
sweeping and non-retroactive re- 
solution would in his estimation be 
perfectly good law. That being the 
case it is up to the council to pass 
such a resolution without delay 
and so relieve the business of the 
city from any attempt at hold-up 
during the rush shopping season.

To 
serve a meal for eix persons sh¢ 
found that she was compelled to take 
360 steps to set the table. 

The husband who had always sald 
she was a woman of leisure whon 
confronted with the fact of this 
pore exertion—to say nothing of 

er work of thinking up and cooking 
the meal and washing dishes after- 
ward—readily consented to ro-arrang- 
ing the dining-room and put in a 
few additional articles of furniture. 

In model houses the china and 
siassware in the dining-room are 
likely to be found near the kitchen 
door.

The farm, buliding that leans or 
has a badly sagged roof gives tho im- 
pression that it was bullt for only tem 
porary use. In many cases this was 
not really the intention of the owner. 
but at a slight saving of cement, nails 
or paint, a bullding that might have 
lasted for years has become unsafe 
anr unsightly. 

The high cost of materiais that 
were a few years ago very low in 
price, makes it important that the 
farmer consider his building needs 
with great care. A bullding should bho 
located so that it will fit into the farm 
stead when other buildings are erect- 
ed. , 

The plan should be given careft:! 
consideration so that the bes; wns- 
sible arrangements may be secure1 
and the building furnish convenient 
shelter and working space. 

The materials used will very with 
the locality. Concrete, hollow bulld- 
ing tile, and well painted lumber 
when put in place by careful work- 
men will last @ great many years. To 


concrete, or small dimension lumber, 
or fewer nails than are necessary to 
insure permananence is very pour 
economy, as the building that lasts 
fifty or more years is usually the 
economical one. There is also a great 
satisfaction to the farmer in work- 
ing in well planned permanetn bulld- 
ings.
